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Water shapes us 


Water has been the theme flowing through much 


of this season’s BSA Lecture Series at the Boston 
Public Library. It has been the importance of 
waterfronts and harbors that have shaped this 
series in part just as they have shaped the city’s 
planning efforts over the years. The reason is, 
of course, obvious: water does shape cities and 
therefore shapes us. 


This issue is examined from an intriguing angle 
this month in the BSA Lecture Series on “April 18." 
Katherine Rinne, the Cambridge urban historian 
(and hydrologist) comes to the Lecture Series to take us 
on an extraordinary journey that illuminates the ways in 
which water shapes our cities through natural systems (streams, 
rivers, springs, rain, etc.) and artificial systems (sewers, conduits, fountains, etc.). Rinne focuses on 
Rome (with glances at Boston) and deepens and broadens our view of urban history in surprising 


ways. (The images above are familar Roman sites.) 


Rinne’s presentation begins at 6:00 pm at the BPL’s Rabb Lecture Hall in Copley Square on 
April 18. There is no charge and all are invited.

Energy code change is 
effective now 


The Massachusetts Board of Building Regulations 
and Standards (BBRS) adopted new requirements 
for energy conservation now included in the State 
Building Code (780 CMR, Chapter 13). The new 
provisions took effect on January 1 and they consti- 
tute an entire replacement of the current Chapter 
13, which affects all new commercial and high-rise 
residential buildings in Massachusetts. 


The BBRS, in cooperation with the US Department 
of Energy and Massachusetts gas and electric utili- 
ties, is offering a year-long series of training seminars 
on the new energy code. Architects, engineers, inte- 
rior designers, contractors and others are encouraged 
to attend. For more information about the training 
schedule and registration, and to see the content of 
the new requirements, visit the BBRS Web site at 
www. state.ma.us/bbrs/energy.htm or for schedule and 
meeting information, call/write the BSA at 617-951- 
1433x221/ bsa@architects.org.

Initiated 
by the BSA and AIA Massachusetts nearly a decade 
ago, this annual gathering on Beacon Hill now 
includes our allies in the engineering and landscape 
architecture professions.

Energy code addressed in BSA

On April 18, Wagdy Anis AIA, Chair of the State 
Board of Building Regulations and Standards 
(BBRS) Energy Advisory Committee and BBRS 
codes expert David Weitz join us to answer ques- 
tions about the intentions and application of the 
code, which applies to all new construction. 


At our May 16 meeting, Weitz returns with Mark 
Kalin FAIA, Co-Chair of the BSA Building 
Envelope Committee, to discuss the development of 
new energy conservation requirements for existing 
buildings. Both meetings — and all Codes & 
Regulations Committee meetings — are on the third 
Wednesday of each month at 8:30 am in The 
Architects Building. All are welcome.

“If you can call a steady workload in an effort that is 
finally reaching more and more children a good 
thing, then Learning By Design in Massachusetts is a 
success.” Those are the words of Jan Ham, the pro- 
gram director of the BSA’s Learning By Design pro- 
gram, which brings design training to schoolchildren 
and school teachers in Massachusetts elementary and 
secondary schools. 


Ham has been working as an itinerant design educa- 
tor for years in Massachusetts and her partnership 
with the BSA, which began a few years ago, now has 
brought Learning By Design in Massachusetts to the 
Dickerman School in Dorchester (students in grades 
4 and 5 designing their schoolyard/outdoor learning 
spaces), schoolchildren in Lawrence, Somerville and 
Framingham (learning about community design in 
children’s elements of the Civic Initiative for A 
Livable New England), students in grades 4-6 in 
Sunderland (designing an architectural history muse- 
um exhibit), grade 7 students in Attleboro (engaged 
in a “box city” community-design project), Littleton 
Junior High School students (an afterschool history- 
building program titled “Rome in A Day”), grade 3 
students in East Taunton (another “box city” pro- 
gram), grade 5 students at the Olmsted School in 
Easton (studying the impact of a train station 
planned for their town), all grades in Melrose (a six- 
day “box city” program), students in the Westboro 
Jewish Community Center architecture camp (field 
trips to Boston to study Jewish religious facilities), 
architecture courses for high-school and middle- 
school children throughout the summer at the 
Massachusetts College of Art...and on and on and 
on. 


“Learning By Design in Massachusetts is an excep- 
tionally important and already exceptionally success- 
ful BSA effort to elevate design awareness and design 
engagement in schoolchildren throughout the 
region,” noted BSA president Robert Brown AIA 
recently. He also noted that the program owed its 
success to the uncommon commitment and teaching 
skills of program director Jan Ham and program 
manager Polly Carpenter AIA. “Ham and Carpenter 
are leading a group of architects and other volunteers 
on what undoubtedly is the critical mission for our 
profession,” Brown added, “the transmission of our 
values and our own commitment to design to the 
next generation.” 


This BSA program flourishes because of the contri- 
butions of BSA members’ time, financial support, 
and materials. For example, significant financial 
donations have been recieved from Cubellis

New energy code guide 
available to architects 


The "Architect's Guide to the New Energy Code" is 
a unique new publication developed by BSA mem- 
ber Mark Kalin FAIA and available to everyone 
through the BSA.

Subtitled "The New Energy Conservation 
Requirements of the Massachusetts State Building 
Code," the guide includes the full text of the new 
Chapter 13 with architectural commentary, the most 
commonly used wall assemblies that meet the new 
code (with dew-point calculations), over 80 large- 
scale construction details, construction specifications 
on air barriers and exterior wall components, a sam- 
ple narrative report that must be filed with building 
permit applications, guidelines for descriptions of 
new HVAC electrical and lighting systems, etc.

A January report in The Boston Herald noted that

The Herald report 
noted that one administration official descibed the 
Inspector General's office as a toothless lion but 
nevertheless acknowledged that elimination of the 
office seemed highly unlikely.

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South Boston housing, BSA 
priorities, and the Civic 
Initiative head the list 


BSA President Robert Brown AIA reports regularly in 
this column on the actions of the BSA Board of 
Directors. 


At recent monthly meetings of the BSA Board of 
Directors, we have devoted a good deal of time to 
addressing this year’s policy agenda for the BSA. 
Specifically: 


© We began last month by celebrating the appoint- 
ment of former president Rebecca Barnes FAIA to 
the role of Chief Planner for the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority. While Rebecca's appoint- 
ment also necessitated her resignation as BSA presi- 
dent, this significant commitment by the City to the 
highest level of professional planning is of inestimat- 
able value to all of us who love the City. 


© The Board commended the rapid and effective 
initiative taken by three member firms — Margulies 
& Associates, Bruner/Cott, and Arrowstreet — to 
respond to the devastating South Boston fire a few 
months ago that destroyed five triple-decker homes. 
These three firms and AGC president Jack Hobbs 
AIA responded to the City’s request for help in 
designing and re-building these homes. This tragedy 
also led former BSA president Rebecca Barnes FAIA 
to charge the BSA Disaster Advisory Committee 
chaired by Ron Boretti AIA to develop a long-term 
BSA policy that will govern responses to tragedies of 
all kinds in our region. 


© Led by former president Rebecca Barnes FAIA at 
our first two gatherings of the year, the Board identi- 
fied several policy priorities that deserved our atten- 
tion this year including BSA programs related to 
diversity in the profession and in the BSA, the sig- 
nificant enhancement of BSA public relations efforts

Adaptive camouflage? Since the dawn of the 
wireless age, cellular towers have been panned as 
unattractive and inappropriate in any community. 
The National Trust for Historic Preservation believes 
that need not be the case. “Locating Telecommuni- 
cations Towers in Historic Buildings” is the title of a 
new Trust publication that details the process of 
bringing cellular equipment inside existing structures 
such as department stores, lookout towers, and 
churches. The Trust cites the example of a Vermont 
church that could not afford to repair its Greek 
Revival building until CellularOne offered to place 
its telecommunications tower inside the church 
steeple and to cover the cost of the repairs. The 
repairs were done and the telecommunications tower 
lurks invisibly in the church steeple. Want to know 
more?

“Green” roofs are taking root. Rooftops cov- 
ered by earth and vegetation, popular in Northern 
Europe according to PSMJ Resources, are growing 
in popularity in this country with Chicago's City 
Hall setting an example. The waterproofing, 
drainage and thermal and acoustic insulation proper- 
ties of “green” roofs, according to PSMJ, may sur- 
pass those of traditional roofing. Such organic roofs 
also can reduce energy costs and, of course, can con- 
vert carbon dioxide into oxygen and filter a large 
percentage of the pollutants dissolved in rain water. 


Dreams of Freedom is an interactive museum in 
Boston that tells the story of the city’s immigration 
history. It opened last year and, according to a report 
in The Boston Globe, residents and tourists have yet 
to discover this jewel. It is an interactive museum, a 
state-of-the-art facility located on Milk Street near 
Downtown Crossing. Drop in. 


The bridges are falling down. A recent feder- 
al study reported in The Boston Globe details a road 
system in Massachusetts and Rhode Island that 
includes bridges too weak, dilapidated or over-bur- 
dened for their current traffic. The report also noted 
that an Associated Press computer analysis of stories 
of bridges with falling concrete or weak supports 
around the country reveal that Massachusetts, 
Rhode Island and Hawaii had the worst records of 
such deficiencies.

Tim Anderson FAIA 


J. Timothy (Tim) 
Anderson FAIA died 
in February. 
Anderson was 
recognized as the 
“father” of the 
national adaptive 
reuse movement, 
The Boston Globe 
noted, with his 
recycling of the 
former Prince Spaghetti building into 
creative new housing, which initiated the 
redevelopment of Boston's Atlantic Avenue 
waterfront. Anderson received his 
undergraduate and graduate degrees in 
architecture from Harvard GSD, where he 
also was a legendary captain of the Harvard 
football team in 1955. Anderson received 
numerous design awards during his career 
including the 25th Anniversary Preservation 
Award from the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission and several national AIA awards 
for historic renovation. Anderson was one of 
the authors of the pioneering sections of the 
Massachusetts State Building Code that 
encourage the renovation of existing 
structures, provisions that have now been 
adopted by most building codes nationally. 
Among his Massachusetts projects are: the 
restoration and adaptive reuse of Boston's 
Old City Hall, which was the first privately 
funded restoration project in the nation; the 
masterplan for Newburyport's historic 
Market Square project, which was the 
nation's first successful historic downtown 
redevelopment through urban renewal; the 
Tannery, in Peabody, the first industrial 
complex in the nation to be recycled into 
housing for low- and moderate-income 
persons (the Tannery was also the first 
adaptive reuse housing project to be funded 
by the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency); the Central Grammar School 
Apartments, in Gloucester, the first surplus 
urban school to be recycled into low- and 
moderate-income elderly housing; the 
Malkin Athletic Center at Harvard; and the 
masterplan for the Charlestown Navy Yard. 
Anderson was a principal of Platt Anderson 
Freeman Associated Architects in Cambridge 
and earlier was a founding principal of 
Anderson Notter Finegold Architects in
